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EXTERNAL ENTITY SECURE MESSAGING CENTER (EESMC)

The External Entity Secure Messaging Center (EESMC) provides authorized users the ability to
send messages and transfer files with the VA Department of Taxation (TAX) through a secure
environment.

Typical EESMC users that interact with TAX include:

e Department of Lottery

e Local Commissioners of the Revenue

e Local Treasurers/Directors of Finance

e Set-off Agencies (State Agencies, Local Offices, Courts)
¢ Outside Collection Agencies (OCA’s)

The purpose of this document is to assist you with accessing, navigating and using the EESMC.
In addition to the general information contained in this User Guide, detailed instructions have
also been built into each EESMC window to provide help online.

Since you
will only access IRMS to change your password, your EESMC access will not allow you to
access screens in this application.
